In preparation for Memorial Day, a “Flag In” event will be held on Saturday, May 25,
2019. Volunteers are asked to arrive no later than 8:30 AM and assemble on the main
grounds next to the pavilion where a short ceremony will begin at 2:00 AM to provide
instruction on how to place American flags on each gravesite. This event prepares the
cemetery grounds for the formal Memorial Day Ceremony.

The Memorial Day Ceremony is sponsored by the Nevada V eterans' Coadlition and
hosted by the Nevada Department of V eterans Services. The Codlition is comprised of
veterans and non-veterans, with a focus on supporting the Northern Nevada V eterans
Memorial Cemetery in Fernley, Nevada.
